Mi\Vfo Hall was tilled to capacity 
when the second lecture comiucniornl- 
Ing the five hundredth anniversary of 
Joan ot Arc's > victory ofer the \Zt\^- 
lisli forces was delivered by Prof. 
Waiipli yesterday attornoon. Tlic 
subject \Aft week was "I''rancc I'lvo 
Mundrod Yens Ago", and dealt with 
the ■events immediately • preceding the 
siege of Orleans. Yesterday however, 
a clearer land more comprehcn.slvc i c- 
prcscntallon of Ilie Maid oC Orleans 
was placed before the large audience 
that thronged the Hall. "Joan's Jlls- 
sllin and Triumph in HÏD" was the 
subject ot the address w'.ilch was the 
second of a series ot three held under 
the auspices ot the Department ot 
Hlstor.v. 

Joan was born in the yca.^ 1)13 at 
Domreniy, a small villago on the 
nivcr Jrei-se.";i-!cr' parents. Jaques and 
Isabelle, christened her Janette, but 
to the English speaking world she Is 
known only as Joan ot Arc. She was 
the fourth child, having two brothers 
and one slstor older than herself. 

The linglish soldiers very rarely 
reached Doiiirem.v, and consequently 
Toan was quite Ignorant ot their vic- 
tories ot"théfr "tactics. However, Dom- 
remy' was on the main highway and 
she was able to acquire some second- 
hand information from the travellers 
who passed the village. It was now, 
at the age of thirteen lliat she began 
to beary.'thoae'Oinystcrlous voices that 
finally Impelled her to visit her king. 
AS'hen later, she was put on trial by 
the lïnglish as a witch and sorccres.s, 
she was asked whom she heard in her 
visions she replied that she heard the 
voices ot St.Catherlne and St. Mar 
garet, indeed, she beheld their coun- 
tenances, even felt their features and 
smelt tho' sweet fragrance that ac- 
companied tiiem. 

Soon liowevcr, the voltes became 
more and more insistent. They told 
her that she must go to France to 
aid lier countrymen but that she 
would not live very long It she went. 

In liie meantime her renown be- 
camo wlde-!>i)rcad. In the year 1428 
she heard that the English were lay- 
ing siege to the city ot Orleans. It 
was then that tho voices began clam- 
ouring again and they oi*dcred lier 
to go to France and 'raise liic siege. 
Joan insisted that akc was only o 
poor peasant girl and that she was

In an address at the Columbus 
Forum Sunday 'afternoon. Major Gen- 
eral MacBricn, who is at present gov- 
ernnicnlal chlct ot aviation In the 
Dominion, drew a comparison between 
Canad.V.s progress in aviation and 
that of other countries, 

Tho speaker first outlined the de- 
velopment of. .cotinncrclal aviation 
outside Canada.' lib. .cited tho various 
long dlstarico' and "briduranco records 
cst.a'ollshed wlthlil the past year. He 
pointed to the Intenso network or air- 
ways that now bind together tho Im- 
portant cities ot Kuropc, and discus- 
sed the tremendous grow-th ot trans- 
portation by air In the,. U. S. A. "Eu- 
ropean countries," .fiiated Major Gen- 
eral MacBrlen, "Are not only ciilarg- 
ins their ov.n airway systems but are 
alscr cstahlhshlng air routes over les- 
ser developed countries, and aro jut- 
ting out connecting links to their col- 
onies, 

"At tho Imperial Conference of 
19211;" "The question ot an Kmplrc 
airway system v.-as discussed. .\s a 
result ot .this conference a series ot 
air routes have been projected. 
■ "Canada has over three thousand 
miles ot air linesi, but tliey are not 
yet fully r,rgaiiizcd. An orgaiilttcd. 
airway .system, l.i onn lh.it has 
specially equipped air ports, emergen- 
cy landing fields, a lightnlnfr system 
tor night fliers wireless,- and radio 
communication. All those ore neces- 
sary to make flying sure and safe. 

Although Canada hig.s hehiiid In 
commcretal nvlalioii It load.s the 
world In three Important air activi- 
ties. It hn.s organised • fleet to 
walcli over Its millions ot oorca of 
forest land. One fleet ot airplanes Is 
engaged In pliritoitrathhitr the wood- 
land region:*, and anuthnr l.s exploring 
the northern iiaits nf tjiudmc, OiitinUi, 
Sail.-., Man., and Alb. The results ot 
these explorations are that a good 
deal of uninhabited country has been 
surveyed, and many mining districts 
have been opened.

nny ilesire tor national aggrandisement. To imply that he endured what he 
did In order lo cru.ih an economic rival Is to make a manifestly unfair state- 
ment. I assure you that so far aa Canada was concerned war wa.'^ tho l.-ist 
thing that any of us wanted. Tlicro wore, without doubt, men and group-; ot 
men ':vriyivhci-c lo wiinr.i v.'ar war; v.-olconic, you nf;f;d only read such work."? 
HA r.crnhanl's lo realizes it. IJut In order to justify such a conclusion aa you 
voice you must prove th.it Knglnnd as a whole. Government, Parilamcnt and 
I'eoplo entcrctl.^ deliberately on a war with tho object o: gain. I submit that 
this will bo dIfClcult. 

I have another nl)jccl;o:i lo your fditnrial.— more serious than my complaint 
that you state opinion.-! as though they were t.acts. In a timo when men arc 
alining at peace you run the risk, I liopo unintentionally, ot sowing the seeds 
of Intoratlonal distrust and dislike. I am sure tiiat upon further thought you 
will see that since Canada followed tlie Initiative ot Kngiand and suffered 
.'Vroatly In tho procc.s.i, a bald statomnu that Kngiand. which mc.ins tl-.o 
Kngllsh pcoiilo, was impelled by greed and .■'clf-intcrest canno: but do h.arr.-.. 
Xow when we h.avo very little III will lett against Germany ara wo to stir 
ill will against Ccrmapy aro wo 'to stir up HI will against England? 

It Is not easy to-put"onc's finger on the real causa ot the •nar. but I should 
liUc to suggest two possible causes to your readers and yours-elf. Or.o was the 
glorification ot war, tho constant use, for instance In poetry and prose, ot 
v.ar-llkc symbols and war-like Imagery, as It war Itself were something 
splendid and desirable. There were glorius Incidents In war-incidents ivhich 
displayed tho finest qualities of mankind, but no man knows better than the 
soldier that war was never glorious or «plendjd.or deilrable," or anythlns but 
terrible. 

Another cau.so w.as the general accoplanco ot war as an instrument ot 
national policy. Ever since tho days when rival dynasties' quarreled 'over a 
few hundred square miles of Europe men held the view titat as soon as two 
nations disagreed they ought to fight, and the reward of the wounds and 
blood was more and bitter hatred. 

To-day this peril ot International strife is '.ossoned. tho^^tsl; the use ot .irms 
In the qiiai rcl between ;uissia and China shows that tho danger Is not past. 
But hatred is hydra-hcadcd. It may arise between nation and nation, between 
class and class, between race and race. Peace Is a great thing and much to 
bo desired, but our goal should bo something greater yet. tho true etid only 
b.isl.9 ot real pence, otir objective slu.uKl bo understanding and goodwill. I 
hope that this Is the aim of tho McGiU Dallv.

OUR POSITION 

IN THIS issue wc print a letter from our Principal in which 
he comment.* upon the editorial of November 9th, entitled 
Never Again. We would Jike to draw his attention to the fact 
that the editorial -^vas a reprint of the Armistice editorial of 
1927 of the McCtill Daily, and in view of the fact that then it 
was the official opinion of the Students' Council, tliat now, as 
we have freedom of expression in this column, and accepting 
the opinions expressed, it would still be accepted. 

t^Jf our opinions have been intei'preted as facts W'c arc in- 
Seefl^^sorry, for it shows that our diction and composftion need 
blushing up. We had certain facts before us and from them wc 
formulated our opinions. I\Iaybe they are erroneous and' we arc 
always ready to accept the opinions of others. 

But we cannot agree that we were running the risk, if 
even unintentionally, of sowing ?eeds of internal ional distrust 
and dislike. We placed before the students cert.iin facts and 
opinions and we trusted that they would interpret them in the 
manner in which they were presented. The average student has 
a mind of his ovvn whereby he may interpret, even though the 
facts be unfavorable. Personally we have no ill will against 
Germany, for there seems to us to have been no other way out 
for her as she was then. Neither do we wish to stir up ill will 
agaînst England, for we have confidence in her as She is now. 

The very first sentence of our opinions, after the preamble, 
was that we were much rather in favour of a constructive 
peace. In this view we persist and give our support to such in- 
stitutions as the League of Nations and its -counterpart, the 
Institute of Pacific Relations the International Student Ser- 
vice and the Fellowship of Reconciliation. To no one has this 
attitude been brought home more forcibly than to ourselves, 
after we have made certain observations of, the conditions of 
Central Europe at the present time. 

We realise that the peril of international strife, with the 
use of arms and force, is not past and that such strife is foster- 
ed by hate; but there is one hate which we reserve for our- 
selves, that is that we hate war. 




OF GREATER VALUE 

TONIGHT in Moyse Hall the women debate against Toronto 
upon the subject that the undergraduate derives greater 
educational value from the extra-curricular than from the cur- 
ricUlar activities of University life. This is a subject Avhich in- 
volves us ail, else we are not in a position to justify our case for 
the life of the University outside our curricular requirements. 

Unhappy is the student who fails to find himself interested 
in some extra-curricular activity. To attend a university and 
persist alone in those activities which are assigned must be a 
tiresome lot if it is practised. It is the very essence of univer- 
sity life l;hat one imbibe some of the atmosphere which is in- 
herent in a seat of learning. That is why some of the older uni- 
versities insist that so many yaars residence must be fulfilled 
before an academic degree can be conferred. 

The question for debate is that there is a gj-eater educa- 
tional value to be obtained li-oni tiiesc e.xtra-curj'icular activi- 
ties than from the curricular, meaning wc .suppose tiie teach- 
ings of the classi'oom. Ostensibly the reason for university 
^eâ.uçation is that it equips us lor life, tliat is that it teaches us 
how io live. The mere assimilation of facts of a technical nature 
does not teach us how to live. We but learn how to apply cei'- 
tain known facts to certain technical situations. 

By living we mean the manner in wJiicli wc adju.st our- 
,j50lvefi to our environments and more uarticulai'Jy to our fellow 
piiîu. What is moi'c fallaciou.s ihan an engineer entering upoji 
(the world witli hi.'-' teclmieal ' knowledge .scrupulously perfect, 
but his knowledge of how to deal witii and j-e.spect the men wlio 
work lor Jiini to all intents and purposes nil. We jiote with 
favour tlic fact that in our own Engineei-ing (Jourse tliat there 
.is a course dealing with Industrial Relations, but we also note 
with regret that it is merely optional. 

To live the fullu)' life we must be cognisant of its social, 
cultural and spiritual values. In no way are all these three in- 
corporated in any particular cui'riculuni. The necessity for their 
appreciation has brought abput the extra-curi-icular activities 
which develope them. 

We cannot co-operate with our fellow,s if no opportunity 
for such co-opci-ation i.s given. We cannot appreciate the cul- 
•ture of peoples if no oppoi-tunity is afforded for intei-pretation. 
■^W^ .cannot realise any spiritual values if wc have, no means to 
.practice them. 

It is in t;he .extra-curricular activities that such facilities 
are jiranted an^ through them we learn to Jive a fuller life; we 
derive a greater education.
